He has also occasionally to meet the 
opposition of certain Americans who pre^ 
surae tojbe more Irish than the Irish them 
selves. 
His Honor concluded witu t 


tribute paid by Everett to the industrial 
people who make up the city of Lowell. 


Hon. Harvey X. Gollison 


of Boston, the speaker of the evening, was 
then introduced, and delivered an able and 
eloquent address on "Patiiotism," and 
the conclusion of his remarks he was over- 
Whelmed vritli the applause, cheers, and 
personal congratulations that follower!. Ic 
was a most fittingtaddress and was as fol- 
lows : 


This time anrl this place are well chosen 


for the meeting of loyal freemen. This 
day is hallowed and enshrined in. tho his- 
tory of our country. Its memory is'tear- 
stained with the blood of martyrs. It is a 
dny o[ tragic recollections oven from the 
revolution to the rebellion, from Massa- 
chusetts fo Maryland. Here within the 
narrow bounds of this country, on the 19th 
of April, 1775. a day never to be forgotcea. 
.•'the embattled farmers stood and fired the 
shot heard round thn world." 
Then it 


was that passive resistance ended. 
The 


voice of the colonists, crying aloud for 
justice, had been mi needed. On that first 
patriots' clay, along the banks of tho Con- 
cord river and on the plains of Lexington, 
a new nation awoke to life, and freedom 
took an endearing place in the western, 
world- It mattered not that the foe was 
tho mightiest and hitherto uncnnquereri. 
The proudest may be humbled and oppres- 
sion iiT. hist bowed in defeat to the invin- 
cible spirit; of men who would brook no 
human master and who scoffed at the div- 
inity that cloth hedge a king. 


On this day among the hills ot MUlclli- 


sex, a new natlou "began, founded cm tlie 
equality oC all men, who should enjoy the 
same rights and carry the "same burdens. 
On this day, after many years had passed, 
when the naiiun'.s life was again in dan- 
ger, there went forth from this city brave 
men who gays their Lives when, the coun- 
try called. 


It is, therefore, becoming in an especial 


manner that, in this place aud on this day, 
tinimated by the thonjjhts of what lias 
been, we join together to speak of - love of 
country, and to proclaim that the light of 
liberty burns as brightly today a-s it did at 
the beginning. Nay, 
more, let it be 


known that.the eternal spark will shine 
more radiantly, nourished by the loyalty 
of the new sons of America. 
Our western 


nation has grown from weakness 
unto 


strength. It had a message fortlie world ; 
it had a lesson to teach. 
Jt came to lead 


the nacions into the ways of peace, to 
bring down, the powerful and exalt the 
humble. to establish, us has been said, a 
government where conscience is free, re- 
ligion is not hypocrisy, and liberty is a 
reality. 


There is a class of men among us who 


appeur to havt a monopoly of all the 
patrioti.sin in the world. 
This class is 


smnll but very noisy. 
Clearly it has but a 


slight knowledge of the "history of its 
country. 
It is always angry, and its fury 


is unceasingly aimed in one direction. It 
does little damage and accomplishes no 
pood resiilt, HtLVft "by indirection. Its;car; 
dinal principle is ccror; its weapons are 
hate, falsification and slander; its victims 
are its own deluded adherents, who are 
consumed by their insane frenzy. 
This 


class is itself it disease, virulent and dan- 
gerous to itself; only u limited number is 
exposed to its contagion, and speedily the 
.disease and the class, both one, dies, to 
the great satisfaction of all men. . It is 
not dangerous to our government because 


it ig false and offends the calm reason of 
those who know that jt is a manifestation 
of bigotry that can never find a place on 
American soil. It may be regarded an 
the leant of the perils that threaten the 
stability of our institutions. 


"We may then rejoice that no imminent 


danger threatens the republic. Onr hap-- 
py condition is due to the correctness of 
the principles of government under which 
we live, the virtue of the people, and the 
patriotism that is aa broad as the conti- 
nent. 
"\Ve have considered the perils, let 


us view happiness'and strength of the freft 
instiiutioas. 
TVhat ia it that make.s a 


man love his country? 
AVhat is 'it that 


cauHns liliu, In civil life, to give his "best 
thoughts and th'e most valuable years: of 
liis short life to the public service? "What 
is it that, when red war has come, impels 
him to offer his life against the foe? In 
the answer is the solution of the problem 
of tho strength of a nation. 


In nation, state nnd town, ve hava our 


public buildings, devoted to justice, edu- 
cation, and the different purposes ol gov- 
eruiuent. They are the symbols ot an 
orderly civilization. To them "resort the 
citi/.i'iis and no man goes away wrong- 
fully denied; but we must go further for 
the answer. 


AYo look again and sec great manufac- 


turing and commercial enterprises, we be- 
hold di.stnnt states broughc togntlier by 
the magic of bteam and electricity; we 
gaze on mountain and vnlley, on winding 
dcroani and broad highway. 
All J:hese 


things are before our eyes and we are 
happy; "but there is something more. 
When that is lound we shall have reached 
the end. 


The day is done and now quiet settles 


down on che earth. The workshop and 
office are abandoned, factory and city liall 
are dark; "but, here and there and every- 
where, gleam the lights of the household, 
and, drawn to them , as by a magnet, the 
whole country is going home. The wel- 
come doors fly open, there is.laughter, 
there is song, there, aflast, is rest. May- 
hap, there is a vacant place, a sigh, a tear, 
yet itisliome; aud over nil ia loce. For 
this home and its joys and sorrows have 
men borne the heat of the day, and for it 
aud it-s safety are they willing to toil and 
to fight, Here is tho strength of the na- 
tion, and, in tlifi home and family of the 
good man, bumble though they be, is surely 
lodged a love of country, which the deeds 
of warriors cannot excel. Here patriotism 
begins anil lias its incentives in -he love 
for wife,and child,and kin. This Is the bul- 
wark of the nation, for if the homes are 
pure, the community is orderly, and each 
town unites with erery other to the up- 
building of the country. 
Thus, each man 


in the: quiet of his family exemplifies by 
his good life the truest patriotism. 


It is a misteke to believe that he is the 


best citizen who proclaims continually 
liis own excellence; such a course may be 
advisable for persons open to suspicion. 
There are surer tests of loyalty than empty 


He who talks much is apt to do 
word.-s. 
littlt 


I have thus far given utterance to some 


of the thoughts inspired 1}y this day. Such 
thoughts must arouse in every American 
mind .feelings of pride. 
This is onr 


country. 
"We love it with undivided af- 


fection. 
The Almighty God has been 


goud 
to 
our 
republic. 
Surely 


the hand of Providence 
has guided 


and shielded our destinies. Hither he has 
broughc men from all climes. HLs pur- 
pose may well be that their strength should 
be welded to make a people greater than 
any that Ima gone before; and in this grand 
union we have a part to perform. 
"We, 


who meet here today are Americans, and 
nothing else, some of us by birth, some 
from choice. "When meu, who are born, 
in other countries, desire to become citi- 
zens they foreswear their former allegiance, 
perhaps with regret, with 
some love left 


for their old home. Not so with the Inah- 
man. 
Although horn under the dominion 


of England, he has never recognized her 
authority over him. His earliest aspira- 
tions have been for freedom, and with no 
regret whatever he foreswears the author4.- 
ty of her Britannic Majesty with a -good 
heart. 


"What does the Irishman bring to the ad- 


vancement of this country? 
What is his 


and, on. tlie aea lie has overwhelmed the 
foe. 
Above all, however, he lias lived 


here obedient io the laws nnd mindful oC 
his 
public 
-nnd 
private 
obligations. 


Ireland is but a memory for him. He 
knows that .America has*t dona much for 
him and he Is ready to do all he can for 


\Ve meet today as patriots, proud ol our 


America,.yet fond of that little green isle 
where our forefathers dwelt. Proud aru 
we, too, of the bright- deeds done by 
Americans of Irish blood. 
I do not 


mean 
to enumerate, their achievements 


or call the list of our heroes. They aru al- 
ready written in the history of our country - 
Their fame is secure, no attack can harm 
them, and no defense is needed. 
"NVe.who 


are here aud will soon make place for 
others, may emulate the example of our 
sturdy pioufifirs; aud, "by toil, sobriety and 
loyalty, show that wu nre true sons of our 
ancestors aud worthy to be American citi- 
zens, yielding to none in doing nnr [oil { 
duty, ia whatever place we are, so that the | 
United States shall bo first among the 
nations of the earth iu. power, peace and 
prosperity.

A little farther 011 we find this para- 
graph: " Probably there is little reason 
to doubt that on hard labor of any kind 
tho northern states of Europe are inferi- 
or to none. 
The testimony is pertinent 


here, simply because the labor employ- 
ed by cities in this state (Massachusetts) 
is largely of English and Irish stock, 
while contractors, on the other hand, 
employ to an increasing extent gangs of 
Italians."

state shonld enlarge its public works, or 
that tho state should employ its labor 
directly, should receive respectful con- 
sideration. " 


The board finds that much of our 


public work is not of a kind ro give 
steady employment—much of it cannot 
be carried on in winter, particularly in 
the north—but that "it ia undoubtedly 
the general tendency and custom for 
cities to xivo more continuous and regu- 
lar employment than contractors usual- 
ly practice." 


Under the heading "Practice as to 


Direct Employment" the report says: 
"In many of our cities rules exist, pre-

bling and when the hour for supper had 
arrived, the hull, parlor and 
corridors 


were filled with members of the society 
and ttrtiir guests. 


After an hour spent In social intercourse, 


a line was formed and all marched to 
the banquet hall. 


At the head tnblewere seated Lawrence 


J. Smith who presided; on his right 
Mayor Courtney, Dr. Harrington, Post- 
master Pearson; James F. Owens,Thomas 
1C. Lawler; ou Ms left the speaker of the 
evening, Hon. Harvey N".Collison, George

As such, -we are here' tonight to 
assert that the American citizen of Irish 
descent claims to possess a degree of pa- 
triotism, of love of this country not 
ex- 


ceeded by that of any other citizen In 
this land. 


The first sentiment he proposed was the 
"United States," in a periphrasis elo- 


quently worded nnd brimful of patriotism. 


Postmaster Pearson was introduced in 


complimentary terms to respond to this 
toast. 


Postmaster Pearson. 


Over n month ago. said Mr. Pearson, I 


attended the birth of the new organiza- 
tion and am glad to see that the society 
has gruwu rapidly since. 


It was proposed to call this society 


"American," but that is superfluous as we 
are all Americans. The use of the word 
would savor too much of other societies 
that degenerate into clannislmess which I 
hope will never be the cjase with the Irish" 
society. 


There lias unfortunatelv been n preju- 


dice in this country against thejlrish. 
Tho old Puritans came here for them- 
selves, but the revolution united the 
country and it has been growing together 
every day since. Every man should be 
proud of his ancestors and of his birth- 
place. 


The Irish people gave to England her 


Wellington, to France her McMnhon, to 
this country some of her greatest generals 
and her greatest jurists. No man then 
has any reason to he .ishamed of his Irish 
origin. I Lave in my library two "books— 
the 
works of Moore and 
ofO'Reilly. 


I 
like to read them when 
I can. 


Both were true poets, both were patri- 


ots, but O'Reilly was also a true type of 
the American of Irish descent. 


To the toast, "Massachusetts," Colonel 


Carrnichael was called upon to respond. 


Col. Carmlchael. 


The colonel said the state, of Massachu- 
setts was founded by the Pilgrims, who 
wero as different from the Puritans as the 
Irishmen from the Orangemen. 


When Paul Revere went forth to wake 


the farmers of Lexington, the Pilgrims 
were ready to respond, for they were 
trained to liberty iind were ready to fight 
Jor it. 


Here in Massachusetts, 121 years ago, 


was shed tbo first ^bl^od in the war thnt 
made this land free. Here in Massachu- 
setts on March 17, the English were driven 
out forever. They went to England and 
to Sova Scotia, -whence they now return 
to teach us patriotism. Here in 1S61 was 
organized the 9th nnd 28th Regiments of 
Massachusetts.

He then alluded to an aggregation of 


Orangemen from the Xorth of Ireland and 
Blufi Noses from Nova Scotia who incited 
by ministerial mountebanks discover that 
the country is in danger, that make their 
symbol the Little Red School House 
^.vhose portala few of them have ever en- 
tered—they wrap their traitorous bodies 
in the Stars and Stripes and undertake to 
teach us patriotism forsooth. The Irish

patriots sought its overthrow. 
Unfor-

The 
voice of the colonists, crying aloud for 
justice, had been unheeded. 
Onthotfirst 


patriots' day, along the banks of tlie Con- 
cord river and on the plains of Lexington, 
a new nation awoke to life, and freedom 
took an endearing place in the western 
world. It mattered not that the foe was 
the mightiest and hitherto unconquered. 
The proudest may be humbled and oppres- 
sion at last bnwed in defeat to the invin- 
cible spirit of men -who would brook no 
human master and who scoffed at the dir- 
inity that doth hedge a king. . 


On this day among the hills of Middle- 


sex, a new nation began, founded on the 
equality of all men, who should enjoy tbe 
same rights and carry the same, burdens. 
On this day, after many years had passed, 
when the nation's life was again in dan- 
ger, there went forth from this city brave 
men who gave their lives when the coun- 
try called. 


It is, therefore, becoming in an especial 


manner that, in this place and on this day, 
animated by the thoughts of what has 
been, we join together to speak of love b£ 
country, nnd to proclaim that the light of 
liberty burns as brightly today as it diu at 
tho beginning. . Kay, . more, let it bo 
known that tho eternal spark will shine 
more radiantly, nourished by the loyalty 
of the new sons of-America. 
Our western 


nation has grown from weakness unto 
strength. It had a message for the world ; 
it had a lesson to tench. It" came to lead 
the nations into the ways of peace, to 
bring down the powerful and exalt the 
hurnhle, to establish, as has been .said, a 
government where conscience is free,.re- 
ligion is not hypocrisy, and liberty is a 
reality. 


There is a class oE men among us who 


appear to have a monopoly of all the 
patriotism in the world. This class is 
small but very noisy. Clearly it has but a 
slight knowledge of the history of its 
country. It is always angry, and its tury 
is unceasingly aimed in one direction. 
It 


does little damage and accomplishes no 
good result, save by indirection. - Its car- 
dinal principle is error; >its weapons are 
hate, falsification and slander; its victims 
are its own deluded adhnr^nKi, who are 
cim-tum.ed by thiiir insans frenzy. This 
class is itself a disease, virulent; and dan- 
gerous to itself; only a liiuit,eil number is. 
exposed to its contagion,' and speedily the 
disease nnd . the class, both one, dies, to 
the great satisfaction of ail men. It is 
not dangerous, to or.r government because 


it is false nnd offends tliB calm reason of 
those who know that it is a manifestation 
of hii;ot.ry thnt can never find a place on 
American soil. It may be regarded na 
the least of the perils that threaten the 
stability of onr institutions. 


"Wu may then rejoice.that no imminent 


danger threatens the republic. Ourtiap- 
py condition is due to the correctness of 
the principles of government under which 
we live, the virtue of the people, and the 
patriotism that is as broad as the conti- 
nent. We have considered tbe perils, let 
us view happiness and strength of the free 
institutions. What is it that makes a 
man love his country? What is it that 
causes him, In civil life, to give his best 
thoughts nnd the most valuable years of 
his short life to the public service 1 What 
is it that, when red war has come, impels 
bin) to offer his life against the foe? 
In 


the answer is the solution of the problem 
of the strength of a nation. 


In nation, state and town, we have, our 


public buildings, devoted to justice, edu- 
cation, and the different purposes of gov- 
ernmi-nt. They are the symbols of an 
orderly civilization. To them resort the 
citizens and no man goes away1 wrong- 
fully denied; but we most go further for 
the answer. 


We look again and see great manufac- 


turing and commercial enterprises, -we be- 
hold distant states brought together by 
thu inngic of steam and electricity; we 
gaze on mountain and valley, on winding 
stream and broad highway. " All these 
things are before our eyes nnd -we are 
happy; but there is something more. 
When that is found -we shall have reached 
the end. 


The day is done and now quiet settles 


down on the earth. The workshop and 
office are abandoned, factory and city hall 
are dark ; but, here and there and every- 
where, gleam the lights of the household, 
and, drawn to them as by a magnet, the 
whole country is going home. The wel- 
come- doors fly open, there is laughter, 
there Li song, there, at last, is rest. May- 
hap, there is a vacan: place, a sifih, a tear, 
yet it is home; and over fill is love. For 
this home and its joys and sorrows have 
men borna'the heat of the day, and for it 
and its safety are they willing to toil and 
to fight, Here is the strength ot the na- 
tion, and, in the home and family of the 
goodman, humble though they "be, issurely 
lodged a love of country, which the deeds 
of warriors cannot excel. Here patriotism 
begins and has its incentives In the love 
for wife.and child,and kin. This is the bul- 
wark of the nation, for if the homes are 
pure, the community is orderly, and each 
town unites with every other to the up- 
building of the country. Thus, each man 
in the quiet of his family exemplifies by 
his good life the truest patriotism. 


It is a mistake to believe that he is the 


beat euizeri who proclaims continually 
his own excellence; such a course may be 
advisable lor persons open to suspicion. 
There are surer tests of loyalty than empty 
words. He who talks much is apt to do 
little. 


I havd thus far given utterance to some 


of the thoughts inspired by this day. Such 
thoughts must arouse in every American 
mind fuelings of pride. 
This is our 


country. We love it with undivided af- 
fection. 
The Almighty God has been 


good 
to. 
our 
republic. 
-Surely 


the hand of Providence 
has guided 


and shielded our destinies. Hither hs baa 
brought men from all climes. His pur- 
pose may well be that their strength should 
be welded to make a people greater than 
any that has gone before; and in this grand 
union we have a part to perform. "We, 
•who meet here today are Americans, and 
nothing else, some, of us by birth, some 
from choice. When men, who are horn 
in other countries, desire to become citi- 
zens they foreswear their former allegiance, 
perhaps witH regret, with some love .left 
for their old home. Kot so with the Irish- 
man. Although born under the dominion 
of England, he has never recognized her 
authority over him. His earliest aspira- 
tions have been for freedom, and with no 
regret whatever he foreswears the authori- 
ty of her Britannic Majesty with a good 
heart. 


What does the Irishman bring to the ad- 


vancement of this country ? What is his 
offer of assistance to progress and liberty? 
Ke should be able to prove bis worih, and 
it may hn said boldly he has done so. 
What Itishme.ihave brought to the build- 
ing of thi.i country was told by that true 
poet, that rebel, who was Ireland's best 
gift to America, John Boyle O'liielly: 
"What brioi? ye else to the building? 0, willing 
hands to toil;
